b. The Aviation Section at the Wawelherg and Rotwand Engineering School is 

distinct from the Aviation Faculty of Varsaw University. Pupils here do 
not ge beyond differential and -ntegral calculus in their nathematics 
stucles, while students at the University take up differential equations of 
a higher order. At the Wawelbere and Rotwand Aviation Section, therefore, 
lectures on acrodynamics, vlane construction, and flight mechanics are riven 
only on a preparatory level. 
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
